The  consultant  was  selected  by 

VLc*w^!I  from  a  list  of  names 
prodded  by  NASAD.  The  con¬ 
sultants  were  anonymous  to 
ULowell. 

The  consultant  then  visited  our 
.ampus  and  studied  the  program. 
The  consultant  then  made  a  series 
of  evaluations,  recommendations, 
and  suggestions  for  improving  the 
art  department.  A  better  structure 
of  art  courses  was  suggested  such 
as  the  expansion  of  studio  hours 
from  three  to  five  hours  and 
reducing  class  enrollment  to  in¬ 
sure  more  direct  contact  between 
students  and  instructors.  The  con¬ 
sultant  made  an  evaluation  and  a 
report  which  was  given  to  the 
university  to  study.  In  reply  to 
some  of  the  suggestions 
represented  on  the  report, 
ULowell  extended  the  studio 
hours  from  three  to  five  hours  and 


due  soon 

the  administration  granted  the  art 
department  the  use  of  the  facilities 
in  Dugan  basement  to  expand 
work  space.  The  use  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  room  in  O’Leary 
Library  was  also  granted  to  the 
art  department  for  use  as  a  gallery 
room. 

ULowell  then  applied  to 
NASAD  with  a  letter  of  intent  in 
the  spring  of  1986.  The  report 
was  then  sent  to  NASAD  with 
replies  to  42  questions.  The  ques¬ 
tions  dealt  with  a  wide  variety  of 
subjects  such  as  facilities  and 
equipment,  finances,  gallery  ex¬ 
hibitions,  BA  and  BFA  general 
studies,  faculty  credentials,  and 
promotional  activities. 

Finally, the  NASAD  accredita¬ 
tion  team  visited  ULowell’s 
facilities  from  November  15-17, 
1987.  NASAD  studied 
ULowell* s  programs,  and  met 
with  students  and  faculty. 
NASAD  also  spoke  with  the 
President  of  the  University  of 
Lowell.  Dr  Hogan:  the  Vice 
President  for  Academic  .Affairs. 
Dr  Fov.  the  Assoc.  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  for  Academic  affairs. 
Dr. Wagner;  and  the  Dean  of  the 
College  of  Liberal  Arts,  Dr. 
B!ew  ett  The  accreditation  team 
went  into  classes,  visited 
libraries,  consulted  student 
records,  visited  ULowell’s 
galleries,  and  saw  the  alumni 
show  in  the  art  gallery  in  O’Leary 
library.  NASAD  also  reviewed 
works  by  former  students  in  a 
slide  show. 

The  NASAD  accreditation 
team  made  recommendations, 
praised  the  students’  work,  the 
faculty  commitment  and  the  BA 
and  BFA  programs.  NASAD  also 
recommended  improvement  of 
ULowell’s  facilities  and  an  in¬ 
crease  in  hours  from  five  to  six 
hours. 

Once  these  points  are  made  and 
the  improvements  are  put  into 
place,  then  it  is  likely  ULowell' s 
Art  Department  will  recieve  the 
accredidation  it  deserves.

Mark  Vigneault,  the  Director 
of  Student  activites,  brought 
Senate  up  to  date  on  the  AC’s 
current  projects,  such  as  this  Fri¬ 
day’s  concert  in  the  Rathskellar 
Lounge  with  the  Lyres  and  the 
Time  Beings  at  8  :00  for  only  $3. 
Next  Friday,  Face  to  Face  will  be 
in  Cumnock.  University  Week 
looks  like  it  will  include  a  large 
concert  in  the  gym  featuring 
Cheap  Trick.  Other  UWeek  ac¬ 
tivities:  Comedy  Night,  a  ski  trip. 
Club  night  in  Boston,  and  a 
24-hour  film  fest.  Mark  told 
senate  about  the  possibilities  for 
the  Spring  Carnival,  which  will 
be  alcohol-free. 

The  Student  Court  had  business 
as  usual  with  nominations  of  new 
members,  and  revisions  and 
ratifications  of  club  constitutions. 
The  Upreach  costitution  was  tabl¬ 
ed  due  to  its  similarity  to  another 
club. 

The  officers  of  the  class  of 
1988  requested  senate  funding  for 


Senior  Week,  possibly  up  to 
$3,000.  The  class  of  1988  is  in  a 
special  bind  because  they  took  in 
$2  less  per  student  than  previous 
classes.  Bob  Paul  moved  that  the 
request  would  be  referred  to  the 
Finance  Committee  for  closer 
consideration,  and  the  motion 
was  passed. 

Neal  Drobinora  of  M ASSPIRG 
reminded  Senate  that  voter 
registration  will  take  place  on 
Feb.  4th  and  5th.  Volunteers  may 
be  deputized  as  voter  registrars. 
Neal  also  mentioned 
MASSPIRG’s  work  on  the  water 
testing  bill,  and  the  upcoming 
Earth  Day  celebration. 

The  AC  requested  $4,500  for 
the  insurance  for  the  Spring  Car¬ 
nival,  and  Bill  Wallius  moved  that 
the  money  be  taken  from  previous 
years  funds.  The  motion  passed. 

Senate  minutes  from  Sept.  23rd 
were  amended  so  that  the  amount 
of  money  that  senate  would  be 
limited  to  $800. 


Lounge 

The  Student  Services  commit¬ 
tee  reported  on  the  commuter 
lounge  renovation,  with  a  score 
of  projects  in  the  works,  a  dozen 
of  which  have  already  been 
finished.  Notable  among  those 
wefe  the  painting  of  the  lounge 
and  the  cleaning  of  the  furniture 
for  the  first  time  in  seven  years. 
In  charge  of  the  renovation  are 
Sheila  Joy  and  Dan  Ziegler,  who 
thank  Mary  Connely  and  Dean 
Duggan.  Motions  were  made  and 
discussed  about  allocating  money 
toward  lounge  renovation,  ending 
with  $1,100  allocated  for  mural 
prize  money  and  the  money  for 
supplies  to  be  considered  later.  A 
revenue  line  item  was  voted  in  for 
the  profits  from  the  lounge 
photocopier. 

For  New  Business,  the  money 
was  allocated  for  Ms.  Trabucco ’s 
farewell  party.  The  next  senate 
meeting  will  be  on  Wednesday, 
February  10th.  Senate  Meetings 
are  open  to  all.

Officer  disciplined  for  abusive  arrest

A  campus  police  officer  has 
received  disciplinary  action  for 
his  conduct  during  the  arrest  of 
a  ULowell  student,  and  that  stu¬ 
dent  may  file  charges  against  the 
officer  and  the  university. 

Officer  Fred  Shanahan’s 
November  3  arrest  of  graduate 
student  Hector  Valdes  drew  let¬ 
ters  of  protest  from  Valdes  as 
well  as  numerous  witnesses,  in¬ 
cluding  a  professor.  The  allega¬ 
tions  caused  an  internal 
investigation  into  the  incident  in 
which  the  “allegations  were 
substantiated  and  appropriate  ac¬ 
tion  has  been  taken,’’  according 
to  police  chief  James  Rowe,  who 
was  unable  to  comment  on  what 
action  had  been  taken  for  reasons 
of  privacy. 

Included  were  allegations  that 


Shanahan  pulled  his  nightstick 
without  cause,  and  removed 
Valdes  from  his  vehicle  without 
any  explanation  of  what  wrong¬ 
doing  had  occured. 

At  the  time  of  the  incident 
Shanahan  was  posted  between 
Ball  Hall  and  Olney  Hall  to  keep 
the  area  clear  for  an  ambulance 
which  was  expected  to  arrive 
soon.  Valdes  claimed  that  he  was 
confused  by  the  officer’s  hand 
signals  and  pulled  into  the  park¬ 
ing  lot  entrance  only  far  enough 
to  clear  the  street  traffic  and  ob¬ 
tain  verbal  instructions  from  the 
officer.  Shanahan  allegedly  then 
flew  into  a  rage,  pulling  Valdes 
from  the  vehicle,  handcuffed  him 
and  charged  him  for  assault  with 
a  dangerous  weapon,  (his  car) 
which  is  a  felony  offense. 
Shanahan’s  actions  immediately 


drew  a  crowd  who  witnessed  the 
scene.  The  incident  occurred  at 
approximately  5:00  p.m.  while 
many  students  and  faculty  were 
leaving  the  university. 

When  contacted  by  the  Con¬ 
nector,  Officer  Shanahan  refused 
to  comment. 

Valdes  was  jailed  at  the  Lowell 
Police  Department  for  ap  prox- 
imately  three  hours  until  bail  was 
raised.  However,  at  the 
December  4  court  date  the  state 
declined  to  prosecute.  According 
to  district  attorney  Thomas 
O’Reilly,  “The  evidence  was  in¬ 
sufficient  to  warrant  prosecu¬ 
tion.’’ 

The  police  union  is  filing  a 
grievance  as  a  result  of  the 
disciplinary  action  taken  against 
Shanahan.

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Star  Trek  :  The  New  Imitation 


A  Mid-Season 
Scrap

In  the  beginning.  Gene  Rod- 
denberry  had  a  vision.  He  wanted 
to  create  a  futuristic  space  televi¬ 
sion  series  that  would  blend 
science  fiction  and  human  drama. 
His  creation.  Star  Trek,  became 
the  most  successful  space- 
science  fiction  television  series  of 
all  time.  Following  its  premature 
demise,  the  series  continued  to 
grow  in  popularity,  leading  to  the 
Star  Trek  movies,  which  reunited 
the  original  cast.  Most  recently, 
with  the  success  of  these  movies 
and  the  continued  popularity  of 
the  original  episodes,  some  op¬ 
portunistic,  visionary  chap  decid¬ 
ed  to  create  an  all  new  Star  Trek 
television  series. 

As  always,  when  tampering 
with  past  success,  one  is  treading 
dangerous  ground.  That  the  new 
series  would  be  compared  to  the 
old  is  inescapable.  By  placing  it 
100  years  further  into  the  future, 
the  producers  would  hopefully 
have  enough  freedom  to  take  the 
original  concept  and  breathe  new 
life  into  it.  Instead,  they  have 
settled  for  new  characters,  a  new 
ship  (this  one  even  splits  in  two), 
and  weak  plots  which  borrow 
unabashedly  from  the  original 
series. 

On  this  voyage,  the  Enterprise 
is  en  route  to  Datalore,  home  of 
Data,  the  crew’s  Spock-like  an¬ 
droid.  Upon  arrival,  the  crew 

finds  no  sign  of  life,  except  an 
unassembled  android  who  looks 
just  like  Data. 

Back  on  the  Enterprise,  the  an¬ 
droid  is  put  together  with  relative 


ease.  A  problem  arises,  however, 
when  the  doctors  do  not  know 
how  to  turn  him  on.  When  con¬ 
sulted,  Data  embarrassedly  tells 
a  female  doctor  where  his  switch 
is.  Promising  to  keep  it  a  secret, 
she  returns  to  the  android  and 
promptly  turns  him  on.  He 
responds  with  “You  may  call  me 
Lore.” 

From  the  moment  his  face  twit¬ 
ches  for  the  first  time,  it  is  ob¬ 
vious  that  all  is  not  well  with 
Lore.  Once  introduced  to  the 
crew,  he  proceeds  to  study  the 
Enterprise,  learning  with  great 
speed.  It  soon  becomes  clear  that 
he  is  trying  to  gain  control  of  the 
ship. 

To  this  end,  he  drugs  Data’s 
champagne,  intending  to  switch 
roles.  (Why  doesn’t  he  just  flick 
Data’s  switch?)  As  he  talks  to  the 
incapacitated  Data,  we  learn  he  is 
allied  with  a  giant  crystal  creature 
(visually,  just  imagine  a  giant 
snowflake  floating  around  in 
space)  responsible  for  killing  all 
life  on  Datalore. 

As  the  creature  engulfs  the 
Enterprise,  Data  is  awakened  by 
Wesley,  the  brilliant  boy-wonder. 
Data  and  Lore  have  their 
enevitable  confrontation  in  the 
transporter  room,  where  Lore  has 
taken  Wesley  hostage.  Data 
manages  to  throw  Lore  on  to  the 
transporter  platform,  and  Wesley 
beams  him  into  space.  The  crystal 
creature,  meanwhile,  is  apparent¬ 
ly  blown  away  by  this  turn  of 
events.  We  never  learn  what 
becomes  of  it. 

The  story  Dears  an  cottons 
resemblance  to  “Where  No  Man 

Has  Gone  Before,”  the  second 
episode  of  the  original  series,  in 
which  Gary  Mitchell  aquires 


super  human  powers,  with  ambi¬ 
tions  to  match,  and  tries  to  take 
over  the  ship.  Apart  from  the  fact 
that  Gary  Mitchell  is  a  man,  there 
is  only  one  difference  between  the 
episodes.  “Datalore,”  quite 
simply,  has  no  suspense.  There  is 
never  any  real  threat  of  Lore 
gaining  control. 

For  starters,  he  too  stupid.  He 
does  a  poor  job  of  hiding  his  in¬ 
tentions  because  he  talks  too 
much.  In  addition,  once  having 
switched  clothes  with  Data,  he 
fails  to  hide  his  absurd  facial 
twitch.  By  the  end  of  the  story, 
he  has  become  nothing  but  a 
ruthless,  power  hungry, 
psychotic  android.  When  he  is 
beamed  into  space,  we  want  to 
applaud.  Unlike  Gary  Mitchell, 
who  was  not  to  blame  for  his  fate, 
Lore  induces  no  pity. 

The  crew,  meanwhile,  should 
be  pittied.  When  Wesley  tries  to 
tell  Captain  Picard  of  Lore’s  ac¬ 
tions,  Picard  barks  about  rules, 
regulations,  and  due  respect  for 
officers.  If  due  respect  is  what  he 
wants,  Picard  should  be  beamed 
into  space  as  well. 

Currently,  the  series  is  nothing 
but  a  flimsy  imitation  of  the 
original.  This  is  unfortunate.  As 
I  grow  accustomed  to  the  new  set 
and  new  characters,  I  think  that 
it  may  have  potential.  Then  again, 
the  Star  Trek  concept  has  already 
been  done,  and  done  well. 
Perhaps  it  should  be  left  alone. 

Space  may  still  be  the  final 
frontier,  but  with  predictable  and 
»;ke  tins. 

Trek  :  The  Next  Generation 

should  go  nowhere  but  down, 
about  six  feet,  to  its  final  place  of 
rest.

Think  About  Wall  Street

Michael  Douglas  seems  to  have  a  knack  for  appearing  in  “topical” 
movies.  When  Three  Mile  Island  was  melting  down,  Douglas  was 
in  The  China  Syndrome,  with  Jane  Fonda.  This  movie  showed  the 
grim  realities  of  a  nuclear  accident.  Now,  with  Wall  Street,  Douglas 
is  showing  the  grim  realities  of  insider  trading  on  Wall  Street. 

The  movie  begins  with  struggling  stock  broker  Bud  Fox.  played 
by  Charlie  Sheen,  getting  nowhere  cold  calling  wealthy  investors  to 
buy  stocks  and  bonds.  When  Fox  finds  out  that  his  father's  business 
is  going  to  be  bought  out  by  a  large  conglomerate,  he  makes  an  ap¬ 
pointment  to  see  Gordon  Gekko,  played  by  Douglas.

Haunted  Landscapes 


Review  of  “ The  Haunted 
Mesa”  written  by  Louis 
L’Amour

Louis  L’Amour  is  famous  for 
his  seemingly  endless  stream  of 
Western  novels,  including  more 
than  90  (yes,  ninety)  books  that 
have  sold  over  a  million  copies. 
Although  L’Amour  has  done 
more  than  a  hundred  Westerns, 
the  majority  of  his  personal 
philosophy  can  be  garnered  by 
randomly  selecting  any  five  of 
them. 

Which  is  not  to  say  his  books 
are  unimportant.  I  did  my  share 
of  sneering  at  Westerns  until  so¬ 
meone  handed  me  one  of 
L’Amour’s  books  and  said, 
“Read  it.”  They  are  fun  to  read 
but  also  provide  valuable  insights 
into  the  behavior  and  interaction 
of  humans,  just  like  any  other 
“good”  book. 

L’Amour  changed  direction  a 
bit  in  1986  when  he  published 
“The  Last  of  the  Breed,”  a  story 
much  like  a  Western  in  mood,  but 
set  in  modern  Siberia  in  the 
present-day  Soviet  Union.  The 
readers  got  a  well  crafted, 
expertly-researched  work  on  a 
little-understood  area  of  the 
Soviet  Union.  L’Amour  used  this 
new  setting  to  examine  his 
Western  ideals  in  the  1980s.  The 
book  would  have  been  a  best¬ 
seller  with  any  author’s  name  on 
it. 

In  The  Haunted  Mesa  L’Amour 
again  takes  a  turn.  L’Amour  has 
long  been  a  student  of  the  lore  of 


ancient  tribes.  His  particular  in¬ 
terest  is  in  the  north-east  of 
Arizona  in  the  Four-G:  "Tiers 
area,  where  this  story  is  set. 

The  story  is  about  -  modem 
author  who  specialize^  m  errunk- 
ing  magicians  anc  mystics. 
Through  a  series  or  e  enis  that 
are  unexplainable  by  his  -  _ment 
view  of  the  world,  he  gets  caught 
up  in  the  lore  of  the  ancient 
Amerind  tribes,  specifically  the 
Hopi  and  their  predecessors  in  the 
South-West.  The  Hopi  In 
oral  history  of  how  their  people 
arrived  in  our  world  by  craw  ling 
up  out  of  the  g: :  :  *"  ~  er 

world.  This  comes  alive  for  the 
hero  as  the  connections  betw  een 
the  two  worlds  open  up  again. 
Self-reliance  and  .r/.eg 
the  day  as  in  any  Western,  bat  the 
characters  are  distinctly  modem. 

This  book  is  a  master-piece  of 
interwoven  lore^  from  ancient 
tribes  around  the  world. 
L’Amour  wraps  estreat  ar¬ 
cheological  thoughts  aoout  the 
Mexican  and  South-West  United 
States  Amerinds  together  with  his 
own  decades  of  observations  and 
the  lore  of  the  modem  Amerind 
tribes.  This  is  a  rarely  explored 
area  in  Arne  roan  literature. 

Although  the  book's  w  riting  is 
choppy  m  places,  the  story  idea 
is  so  strong  that  it  :s  easy  to  get 
caught  up  :n  ::  This  book  could 
have  used  a  good  editor,  but  the 
detail  of  L  Amour’s  vision 
comes  through  in  a  compelling 
and  memorable  view  of  ancient 
American  lore.

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Kiss  rocks  Worcester

A  steaming  rock  concert 
always  warms  my  body  on  a  cold, 
January  night.  But  January  nights 
have  never  gotten  quite  as  tropical 
as  the  night  Kiss  blazed  into  the 
Centrum  and  relit  the  fire  that 
Ted  Nugent’s  less  than  volcanic 
opening  act  nearly  extinguished. 

Nugent  is  guitarist  with  an  im¬ 
pressive  past  but  an  unimpressive 
present,  at  least  on  this  occasion. 
Quickly  shooting  out  three  tunes 
including  the  popular  “What  The 
Doctor  Ordered’’  and  “Dog  Eat 
Dog,’’  Ted  vaulted  from  one  side 
of  the  stage  to  the  other.  With  his 
long,  kinky  hair  whipping  wild¬ 
ly  with  the  music  Ted  settled 
back,  or  as  close  to

settling  back  as  he  could,  and 
tried  to  grab  the  audience  with  a 
familiarity  and  untamed  stage 
presence  that  neither  held  the  au¬ 
dience  nor  impressed  them  until 
he  let  loose  the  fan-favorite  “Cat 
Scratch  Fever.” 

At  one  point,  Ted  barked  out 
that  he  knew  each  one  of  us,  but 
judging  by  the  crowds  reaction  to 
his  jerking  movements  and  hyper¬ 
speaking  I  think  he  had  us  con¬ 
fused  with  some  other  audience. 
Though  for  an  opening  act  Ted 
was  better  than  most,  his  stage 


show  was  somewhat  less  than  im¬ 
pressive. 

Nugent  left  a  quiet  Centrum 
crowd  after  his  final  number,  but 
when  WBCN’s  Mark  Parento  in¬ 
troduced  Kiss,  the  thrill-seekers 
were  anything  but  silent.  The 
multitude  of  screaming  hard- 
rockers  leapt  to  the  tops  of  their 
seats  when  Paul  Stanley,  Gene 
Simmons  and  the  band  they  came 
to  see  ripped  out  “Tequila,” 
“Bang  Bang  You,”  and  “Fits 
Like  a  Glove”  as  they  opened 
their  “Crazy  Nights”  show. 

Imagine  impressive  lighting 
that  added  vibrant  colors  to  an 
already  colorful  group  coupled 
with  intense  songs  powerful 
enough  to  make  the  Centrum 
quake  and  you  can  begin  to  grasp 
the  awesome  spectacle  of  light 
and  pure  sound  that  washed  over 
the  horde  of  Kiss-lovers  like  a 
Biblic  deluge. 

Paul  Stanley,  Kiss’  charismatic 
lead  singer,  held  the  fans  in  awe 
with  each  utterance  and  syllable. 
He  had  a  strong  rapport  with  the 
crowd  that  Nugent  couldn’t 
create.  At  several  points  Paul 
stopped  the  rocking  and  started 
rapping  with  the  masses  about 
anything  from  Gene  Simmons 
tongue  to  the  jeans  a  girl  signed 
and  sent  flying  to  the  stage. 

But  the  stage  show  couldn't  be 
slowed  down  long.  The  band  had 


into  another  “Crazy  Night” 


a  location  crew  video-taping 
“Turn  On  The  Night.”  Even 
though  after  four  takes  the  au¬ 
dience  was  becomming  lulled  by 
the  monotiny  of  the  song,  they 
were  later  thrilled  and  exhuberant 
when  Kiss  gave  them  the  longest 
show  in  recent  years. 

The  show  itself  was  nothing 
short  of  fantastic  as  Kiss  sang 
such  super-hits  as  “Crazy 
Night,”  “Shout  It  Out  Loud,” 
“Reason  To  Live,”  “Heaven’s 
On  Fire,”  “Want  To  Hear  It 
Loud,”  “Lick  It  Up,”  and 
“Rock  And  Roll  All  Night  And 
Party  Every  Day.”  Then,  after 
they  left  the  stage  and  the  throng 
rose  and  screamed  at  a  fevered 
pitch.  Kiss  jokingly  began  play¬ 
ing  “La  Bamba”  but  quickly 
settled  into  the  favorites  “Tears 
Are  Falling,”  “Strutter,”  and 
“Detroit  Rock  City.”  They  even 
played  a  riff  from  Led  Zepplin 
before  they  closed  their  two  and 
a  half  hour  “Crazy  Nights” 
show. 

January  and  its  crazy  arctic 
blasts  are  gone  this  year,  but 
when  Kiss  and  their  “Crazy 
Nights”  tour  ripped  through 
Worchester  they  left  behind  a  trail 
of  sore-throated,  well-rocked, 
fans  who  perhaps  for  that  night 
agreed  with  Paul  Stanley  when  he 
said  that  Kiss  was  better  than  sex.

This  School  is  Good  But... 


As  I  start  my  last  semester  here 
at  ULowell,  I  have  found  that 
there  are  a  lot  of  things  at  this 
school  that  I  am  thankful  for:  The 
College  of  Management  Science, 
through  accreditation,  has  great¬ 
ly  improved  the  quality  of  its 
classes  and  therefor,  the  quality 
of  my  education.  The  University 
is  finally  scheduled  for  long  over 
due  expansion  -  most  of  which  I 
won’t  see,  but  it  does  make  me 
happy  that  in  the  future,  the 
students  of  ULowell  will  have  a 
much  better  setting  to  learn  in. 
There  are  many  other  im¬ 
provements  that  the  University 
has  made  in  the  past  few  years, 
many  that  only  affect  a  small 
number  of  students,  but  all  of 
which  improve  the  lives  of 
students  at  this  University. 

However,  as  with  most  institu¬ 
tions  this  large,  there  are 
somethings  that,  to  me,  don’t 
seem  to  make  sense: 

When  a  dormitory  student 
changes  his  meal  plan,  he  or  she 
must  go  over  to  the  Fox  Hall  food 
service  office  to  get  a  new  meal 
card.  To  me,  this  doesn’t  make 
much  sense:  I  sent  my  bill  in  at 
the  beginning  of  January  and  on 
it  I  marked  that  I  wanted  15  meals 
a  week  (no  weekends  - 1  had  the 
weekend  meal  plan  last 
semester).  According  to  a  sign  in 
the  Smith  Hall  Cafeteria,  I  was 
told  that  I  must  go  over  to  Fox 
Hall  to  get  a  new  meal  card.  This 
makes  no  sense  to  me.  On  the 
back  of  my  meal  card  is  a 
magnetic  strip.  I’m  sure  that  the 
strip  doesn't  say  how  many  meals 
a  week  that  I  eat,  but  that  it  is  an 
ID  number.  When  my  card  is 
punched  (i.e.  I  eat)  the  computer 
compares  the  number  on  my  meal 
card  to  my  file  in  the  computer. 
The  computer  then  lets  me  eat  or 
rejects  me,  depending  upon  how 
many  meals  I  have  eaten  and 
when  I  have  eaten. 

When  I  got  my  new  meal  card, 
I  found  out  that  the  Food  Service 
doesn’t  find  out  how  many  meals 
I  paid  for  until  after  school  starts!! 
I  also  found  out  that  if  the  Food 
Service  could  get  the  information 
from  my  bill  (i.e.  how  many 
meals  a  week  I  paid  for),  that  they 
could  simply  change  the  number 
of  meals  allowed  per  week  in  my 
file.  This  means  that  I  wouldn’t 
have  to  go  to  Fox  Hall  to  get  a 
new  meal  card  each  time  I  change 
meal  plans.  It  also  translates  into 
saving  money.  Maybe  something 
can  be  done  over  this  coming 
summer  to  make  this  system  bet¬ 
ter  for  all  people  involved... 

Dormitory  students  will  sym¬ 
pathize  with  this:  Why  aren’t 
meal  cards  and  University  ID 
cards  the  same?  It  is  a  pain  to 
have  to  carry  around  two  cards 
that  say  pretty  much  the  same 
thing.  The  only  real  difference 
between  the  two  is  that  one  has 
a  magnetic  strip  on  the  back  of  it 
(the  meal  card).  I  suppose  that  so¬ 
meone  will  say  that  it  isn’t  possi¬ 
ble  to  have  one  card  do  two 
things.  To  those  people  I  say 
“Blah!’’  Southeastern  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Univeristy  has  been  us¬ 
ing  one  card  for  these  two  pur¬ 
poses  for  at  least  four  years. 

And  occassionally,  the  student 
ID  is  good  for  a  discount.  Many 


times  I  have  used  my  meal  card 
for  this  purpose  and  not  once  has 
it  been  questioned.  Maybe 
something  can  be  done  this  sum¬ 
mer  to  make 

the  system  better  for  all  in¬ 
volved . 

Why  does  this  University  mail 
out  our  class  schedules?  I  didn’t 
get  my  schedule  until  the  first  Fri¬ 
day  of  classes  at  home.  And  home 
is  near  Springfield,  MA.  That 
doesn’t  make  any  sense  to  me. 
When  I  came  up  here,  I  was 
assigned  a  mailbox  and  was  told 
that  I  should  check  it  every  day 
because  that  is  how  the  ad¬ 
ministration  communicates  with 
students.  Most  of  the  communica¬ 
tions  with  the  administration  ad¬ 
dressed  to  me  turn  up  at  my  folks 
house,  not  in  my  mailbox. 

Not  only  is  this  inconvient  for 
my  folks  and  myself,  it  has  got  to 
be  expensive  for  the  University. 
I  know,  22c  to  mail  something 
doesn’t  sound  like  much,  but 
when  you  multiply  it  by  over 
8,000  students  at  least  five  times 
a  year,  it  adds  up  real  quick.  I  can 
possibly  see  sending  our  original 
schedule  to  our  billing  address, 
but  if  school  has  already  started, 
why  spend  the  extra  money?  And 
don’t  forget,  we  get  our  offical 
schedule  after  the  10  day 
add/drop  period  at,  where  else, 
our  billing  address.  This  does  me 
no  good  when  I  want  to  verify 
that  all  of  my  add/drops  were 
entered.  Maybe  something  can  be 
done  about  this  system  over  the 
coming  summer.... 

For  years  now,  All  of  the 
dorms  except  Fox  Hall  have  been 
promised  telephones.  Unfor¬ 
tunately,  nothing  has  materializ¬ 
ed.  The  biggest  complaint  I  hear 
is  when  somebody  is  expecting  a 
call.  There  are  58  U  tmnk>  guys 
on  my  floor  in  Smith  -  sometimes 
it  is  impossible  to  get  a  phone  at 
a  reasonable  time  of  the  night 
(before  midnight).  I’m  sure  glad 
that  I  don’t  live  in  a  girls  dorm 
and  need  to  get  on  the  phone. 

The  rumors  (no.  I  haven't  tried 
to  find  out  the  real  reason  vet)are 
flying  around  on  why  we  don’t 
have  phones  in  the  dorm.  One  of 
the  most  prevelent  is  that  the  ad¬ 
ministration  wants  it  done  in  a 
certain  way  and  that  the  lines 
already  in  place  in  the  school 
can’t  handle  the  extra  load. 
Whatever  the  reason  is,  I  think 
that  something  should  be  done 
about  this  soon.  It  is  embarrass¬ 
ing  to  have  to  say,  “Yeah,  it’s  a 
dorm  phone  -  let  it  ring  forever 
and  keep  trying  if  it’s  busy’’, 
especially  if  you  are  job  hunting 
and  expecting  phone  calls.  Maybe 
something  can  be  done  about  this 
situation  over  the  coming 
summer . 

How  come  Professors  who 
don’t  agree  with  the  book  don’t 
write  their  own?  The  are  quite  a 
few  professors  at  this  University 
who  have.  Why  don't  more?  I  am 
getting  tired  of  hearing  from  Pro¬ 
fessors  who  whine  about  how  “I 
don’t  agree  with  the  book,  so  I'm 
going  to  do  this  differently’’.  If 
you  don't  like  something  -  make 
an  effort  to  change  it,  and  quit 
your  bitchin' . 

In  the  five  years  that  I  have 
been  a  college  student,  I  have  had

very  few  professors  get  up  infront 
of  the  class  and  explain  their 
credentials.

Godwin  Woodson,  the  director  of  include  only  one  date.  At  such 


Association  for  the  Study  of 
Negro  Life  and  History  launch¬ 
ed  celebration  of  Negro  History 
Week.  This  was  to  be  a  short 
period  devoted  to  the  public  ex¬ 
ercise  of  emphasizing  the  salient 
facts  of  history  influenced  by  the 
African-American,  mainly  facts 
brought  to  light  by  the  researches 
and  publications  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  during  its  first  eleven  years. 
This  step  was  regarded  as  time¬ 
ly,  and  the  enlightened  public 
responded  warmly  to  the  pro¬ 
clamation  of  this  observance.  The 
effort  was  widely  supported  by 
schools,  churches  and  clubs 
among  African-Americans  and 
the  movement  gradually  found 
support  among  institutions  and 
other  races  in  America  and 
abroad. 

Today  the  celebration  enjoys 
*  .despread  participation.  From 
1926  through  1975,  the  obser- 
\  anoe  occurred  each  year  about 
the  second  Sunday  in  February, 
the  objective  being  to  select  a 
week  which  would  include  both 
Februar-  12  and  14.  negro 
History  Week  w  as  meant  to  em¬ 
brace  the  rirth  dates  of  both 
Abraham  L^.coin  and  Frederick 
Douglass  in  the  latter  case,  the 
date  that  Douglass  calculated 
must  ha\e  been  his  natal  day. 


times,  the  selected  date  included 
the  African-American  Frederick 
Douglass. 

In  1976,  the  Association  ex¬ 
panded  the  week’s  celebration  to 
include  the  entire  month  to  pro¬ 
vide  more  time  for  programs, 
observ  ances  and  celebrations  for 
America’s  Bicentennial  celebra¬ 
tion.  The  idea  of  the  entire  month 
caught  on  and  the  Association 
was  besieged  with  requests  from 
all  over  the  country  to  continue 
observing  for  one  month  so  as  to 
provide  more  time  to  the  nation 
and  local  communities  for 
African-American  History 
program. 

The  observance  of  Black 
History  Month  will  continue  to  be 
necessary  as  an  attempt  to  correct 
the  deliberate  omission  in 
American  history  of  the  outstan¬ 
ding  contributions  made  by 
African-Americans  to  this  coun¬ 
try  and  to  the  world.  The  obser¬ 
vance  of  Black  History  Month 
will  remain  necessary  until  peo¬ 
ple  of  ALL  races,  creeds  and  col¬ 
ors  will  be  “given  the  liberty  that 
we  defend,  for  w  ith  justice  not  for 
all  men,  history  will  repeat  again. 
It’s  time  we  learned  this  world 
was  made  for  ALL  men.  for  ALL 
women,  for  ALL  races!

Adult  Survivors  of  Abuse 

♦Abuse  -  emotional,  physical,  sexual,  or  by  neglect  is  any  behavior 
designed  to  control  and  subjugate  another  through  fear,  humilia¬ 
tion,  and  verbal  or  physical  assaults. 

•  feel  uncertain  about  normal  relationships,  families,  or  work 

behaviors. 

•  consistendy  deal  with  after-effects  of  past  abuse:  harsh  self¬ 

judgment,  difficulty  completing  tasks,  difficulty  trusting 
and  being  intimate,  and  confusion  with  limit  setting. 

•  often  feel  isolated  and  afraid  of  people  and  authority  figures 

(parents,  employers....) 

•  in  the  face  of  success  and  actual  competence  feel  like  im¬ 

posters. 

•  in  relaltionships:  feeling  hollow  inside  in  the  presence  of 

love  and  support;  hungering  for  approval,  losing  their 
identity  in  the  process;  feelings  of  fear  of  abandonment; 
having  problems  with  intimacy;  getting  close  to  someone, 
i.e.  trusting;  feeling  like  a  victim  in  personal  and  career 
relationships  -  inability  to  stand  up  for  self  and  tending 
to  give  in  to  others. 

•  fincfit  difficult  to  have  fun  -  to  stop  being  so  responsible, 

so  loyal. 

•  may  suppress  feelings  about  traumatic  childhood  -  finding 

it  hard  to  feel  or  express  feelings,  including  happiness. 

•  act  like  adults  since  early  years,  yet  inside  often  feel  like 

children. 

A  group  will  be  forming  to  share  feelings  and  stories  from  the  past 
as  well  as  focus  on  overcoming  the  after-effects  (the  current 
behaviors  and  beliefs  that  hold  us  back)  to  achieve  the  goal  of  em¬ 
powered  living.

Beat  BC,  then  lose  to  Providence

An  important  5-3  win  over  BC 
was  offset  this  past  Tuesday  due 
to  a  5-2  loss  to  Providence.
